The air m e n— Roger Q. Williams and 
Lewis Yancey—said they were confi­ 
dent they could finish the flight with­ 
out a stop, re a c hing Rome this eve­ 
ning. 
“ We regret th a t we could not make 
the flight in a single hop as we antici­ 
pated, but the long voyage over the 
Atlantic th rough misty w eath er was 
an achievement th a t gave us much 
satisfaction,” said Williams. 
A laige crowd gathered at the Al- 
bericia airfield to give the flyers a 
send-off. 
The air m en flew ne arly 3,500 miles 
from Old Orchard to Alberieia in about 
31 ho urs and 30 minutes, landing at 
9,30 Spanish time last night.
